Applicant's amendment, filed 4/20/05 have overcome the 1 12 rejection listed in 
the last office action, dated 12/20/04. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Cancel claim 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claim 1 , the prior art of record does not disclose nor teach a data 
creating unit configured to create pattern data by combining first figure data and 
decompressed second figure data, the pattern data representing a state where a first 
figure defined bv the first figure data and drawn bv the VSB strategy and a second 
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figure defined by the second figure data and drawn by the scan-projection strategy are 
arranged on the specimen , a computing unit configured to calculate, on the basis of the 
pattern data, the amount of correction for correcting the drawing dimensions of the first 
figure on the specimen and the drawing dimensions of the second figure on the 
specimen; and a control unit configured to control the dose of beam at each position on 
the specimen on the basis of the calculated amount of correction, in combination with 
the remaining aspects of the claim. Since this aspect is not disclosed nor taught in the 
prior art of record, independent claim 1 , and dependent claims 2-8 are deemed 
allowable over the prior art of record.
